Dear Scott, Dave, and John - 1 have been asked by the Incident Commanders to communicate 
with you regarding possible winter driving conditions in the coming weeks and months in the 
Durango- Silverton area. Temperatures are already dropping into the 30’s at night in Silverton, 
and roads at times may become slick and treacherous. 


Please communicate with your sampling teams who will be driving these roads regarding safe 
driving practices, and you should probably address it in your Health & Safety Plan, if it isn’t 
there already. This will be particularly important if there are sampling personnel who are from 
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parts of the U.S. where these kinds of driving conditions are rare. We would recommend that if 
roads are slick, then the drivers should be persons experienced with these conditions. 


If START personnel believe that roads are unsafe, they should not conduct sampling in those 
areas that day and inform the Operations Section at the ICP in Durango.
